Its Den. 

Speech Be for* the Baplitt Mk a JiflW ft 

Philadelphia 

Prohibition proposes to protect society 
against intemperance and its concomi- 
tant evils by means of civil enact- 
ments forbidding altogether the manu- 
facture and sale of Intoxicants for 
beverage purposes, whereby the citizen 
will be deprived of the oppoitunlty 
aud delivered from the temptation of 
indulging in such Intoxicants. Mostof 
those who advocate this method, and 
even those who insist upon It aa the 
only effective mode of suppressing in- 
temperance, are far from contending 
that there are not other means to that 
end that may be properly and proilta- 
bty employed. 

PROHIBITION VS. HIGU LICENSE. 

The subject In band .nay then, be 
fairly considered as Involving a dis- 
cussion of the comparative merits, aa 
a mutter of State policy, fo prohibition' 
absolute and general, and high license, 
varying} from ITS to $500, as in Penn- 
svlvanla. or uniform at $1,000, as in 
Nebraska. 

As a means of suppressing intemper- 
ance, It must at once be apparent t hat 
if prohibition cad be secured and 
properly enforced it will be vastly 
more efficacious than high license. 
Any advantage, therefore, that high 
license has over prohibition must lie lu 
the fact that the latter cannot, under 
existing conditions, be secured or hav- 
ing been secured cannot be properly 
enforced, whereas high license can 
both be secured and properly enforced. 
If prohibition cannot be secured, It 
would seem to be because public senti- 
ment Is opposed to It as being wrong In 
principle, or not so desirous for the 
snppreasion of Intemperance aa to 
adopt the most efficient means there- 
for. 


MADE DHUNKBT EXPRESS AHTHOWTT 


or THS LAW. 
Let cltliens no longer be made drank 
by expreae authority of Uw. I>t the 
law, many years on our statute books, 
tbat deprives the cltlwn (when he has 
become an habitual drunkard of his 
personal liberty and the control of his 
own property, by placing a guardian 
over hi m, be at o noe repealed , Let the 
Slate do longer acknowledge, aa It 
doea In adopting the license system, 
that the drink traffic is so great an evil, 
so dangerous to civil society, that it is 
necessary, under the severest penalties, 
even to Uw extent of declaring it a 
crime, punts bs hie by floe and im- 
prisonment, to prohibit the great mass 
of citi gens from engaging in it, and 
then in the same breath, for a peltry 
pecuniary 'consideration, grant to a 
few of its citlxens'an obnoxious mono- 
poly, and a special license to prey upon 
civil society by making It lawful for 
them to do that which it has expressly 
declared to be criminal if done by Its 
citizens generailv. The personal right 
to sell ought to be as sacred as the per- 
sonal opportunity to buy. 

Let the gambling hells and lotteries 
be thrown wide opea and legalized, so 
tbat the citizen may have as full and 
free an opportunity of gratifying his 
taste for chancing away his substance 
as be now has ot worse than throwing 
away hta money In gratifying his appe- 
tite for strong drink. Let the oleo- 
margarine law, so dear to the dairy- 
man and the legislative demagogue, 
that makes it a misdemeanor*, punish- 
able by One aud Imprisonment, for the 
citizen to manufacture, sell, offer for 
sale, »r have in bis posaeesion with in. 
tent to sell, any oleomargarine, be 
forthwith repealed and let the poor 
workingman have the same opportunity 
to butter bis bread with this innocuous 
grease as lie now baa to 'wet his 
whistle' 1 and burn out his 'boiler' with 
mentis so exceedingly objectionable, 
aqua fortla rum. If parental govera- 
wlpe out all onr poor laws and let the 
poor scratch for I hem selves or trust to 
the cold charity of the world. Close 
up all tbe public schools ; withhold all 
further appropriations (heretofore 
lavished by millions) from all our ln- 
Baue, medical and surgical hospitals, 
and other charitable and benevolent 
Institutions; dismiss the inmates snd 
dispose of the property. If the State 
la not permitted to have Adequate con- 
trol over Ihe causes tbat create the 
necessity tor these Institutions, U must 
have no obligation resting upon it to 
provide for the results. If by reason 
of sanctioning and deriving revenue 
from the causes, such obligation arises, 
let the sanction and the revenue case. 
When these and ali similar laws that 
now crowd our statute books are re- 
pealed, and tbe character of our gov* 
erument Is thus changed, it will be 
time enough to give serious attention 
to Ibis nonsensical personal liberty and 
parental government cry. Till then let 
no Christian, especially one who ac- 
cepts Paul's motto, ' If meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the -gorld standeth, 1 be wasting 
his time and Impairing bis influence in 
straining at the gnat Of prohibition 
while complacently swallowing num- 
berless such huge camels. 

We would have it carefully noted, in 
passing, tbat the question whether it is 
wrong for the individual to drink in- 
toxicants has nothing whatever to do 
with our present argument. The sim- 
ple question is whether the 'State Is 
just i lit"!, as a matter of State policy, in 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes, even though by such prohibi- 
tum the law abiding citizen is deprived 
altogether of the opportunity, aud 
hence the privilege, however innocent 
he may regard it, of drinking them for ' 
such purposes. He whoacoepla license 
—long and variously tested— with its 
uniformly unsatisfactory results, as a 
proper exercise of legislative power, 
cannot well escape from tbe acceptance 
of the principle of prohibition. License 
may preserve personal liberty, but as 
all experience shows, It fails to protect 
the State. 

The license system deprives the great 
majority of citizens of the personal 
liberty to sell in order to protect society. 
It preserves the personal liberty of tbs 
citizen to get drink, by licensing the 
few. But, in Hemming tbe few, It de- 
feats the very object It would accom- 
plish in prohibiting ttie many, to wit, 
the proper protection of society. If 
such Inadequate relief as umowafford- 
ed by the license system Warrants the 
State in depriving so many of Its citi- 
zens of tbe personal liberty to sell (If 
necessary to complete an adequate pro- 
tection) what principle Is violated by 
tbe State going a step farther and pro- 
hibiting those who are now licensed as 
wellr Shall It take this stop, or deter- 
red by this foolish personal liberty no- 


tion, shall It abandon all thought of 
securing the protection to aoclety 
which it needs and which it ia obvlou 
prohibition (If properly enforced) can 
give? In all consistency either, In tbe 
interest of civil society, let this step, if 
it can be made effective, be taken or In 
tbe Interest of personal liberty, let all 
citizens, under' such restrictions aalt 
may be deemed proper to Impose upon 
all, be permitted to Mil.

3d. The traffic cannot be legalized 
without Bin. This is not only tbe de- 
liberate and solemn judgment of the 
great General Conference of tbe Meth- 
odist Church of the United States, but 
it must be the conviction of every 
Christian mind that gives careful and 
serious thought to the subject. With- 
out entering Into a citation or discus- 
sion of Scripture authorities upon tbe 
soject, I venture to say that no en- 
lightened and con BCientlons Christian 
could hold himself free from sin In 
personally sell lug intoxicating drinks 
ae a beverage to those to whom licensed 
venders are, even under our most 
stringent license laws, legally author- 
ized and accustomed to sell. If for 
such Christian thus to sell would be 
sinful, would It not be equally sinful to 
aid In conferring authority upon an- 
other thus to sell 7 Wonld It not be 
equally wrong for him, as a legislator, 
to aid in the enactment of a law con- 
ferring such authority upon another, 
or bb a citizen to aid in tbe election of 
any legislator with full knowledge tbat 
such legislator Intended to' aid In the 
enactment of such a law? If such 
license, by reason alone of the character 
or his business, Is deemed unworthy of 
church fellowship; If the Christian 
who signs his application for a license 
dishonors bis profession, how can the 
elector or the legislator contributing 
to the enactment of the law authoriz- 
ing such license hold themselves guilt- 
less? Is it any less wrong to aid In the 
enactment of* law than to sign an ap- 
plication for a license under tbe pro- 
visions of such law y— The Pioneer.
